No. F. 7(25)-E.III(A)/69. —The Government of India have decided to make 
the following amendments to the Resolution No. F 7(25)-E.iritA)/69 dated the 
23rd April 1970, setting up the Pay Commission 

2. For the existing sub-para (vii) of para 2, the following shall be sufDstituted, 
namely:— 

(vii) having regard to all relevant factors, the Commission may, while 
enquiring into the level of minimum remuneration, examine the 
Central Government employees’ demand for a need-based minimum 
wage, which is based on the recommendations of the 15th Indian 
, Labour Conference. 

3. For the existing para 4, the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

4. In case the need for consideration of relief of an interim character 
arises during the course of deliberations of the Commission, the 
Commission may consider the demand for relief of an interim 
character and send renorts thereon. In the event of the Commission 
recommending any interim relief, the date from which this lelief 
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Ordered that the Resolution be published in the Gazette of India. 

Ordered also that a copy of the Resolution be communicated to the Ministries/ 
Deportments of the Government of India, State Governments/Administratlons of 
Union Territories and all other concerned.
